Carolina has issued a cireular signed by
the Committee of the Association, A. B.
Rose, C. A, Chislom aud 8. P. Ravencl,
jnviting the sea island cotton planters of
Florida, Georgia and South Carolina to
meet in convention in Charleston on
Monday, the 15th of December, for the

purpose of holding a conference pertain- Il

ing to matters touching the vital inter
ests of those engaged in such agricultural
pursuit.

The annual visitation of the destruet-
ive caterpillar, the usurous rate of inter
est which planters have to pay for money
to employ labor of an uncertain churac-
ter, and to buy plantation supplies, and
the manifestly increasing produetion of
sea island cotton in other countries from
seed of our own gelections, and by Ilabor
obtained at a nowinal cost, have reduec-
ed the value of vur cotton below the cost
of produaction, und rendered its consump-
tion and sale precarious and commercial-
Iy too hazardons. It is therefore deew-
ed a wise course for an intelligent body
of farmers to meet and counsel together,
and suggest such substitutes of growth
asare mwost hkely to suit our genial soil,
and give a reasonable remuneration for
eupital aud labor ewployed.  Agrieultu-
ral soeieties or clubs, or wmeighborhood
associations, are respectfully requested
to appoint delegates to represent them
in this convention. and we hope to hear
of a full representation from this seetion,

A Tax Titles Case,

Iu the recent term of court, held at
Walterboro, a case involving the validity
of tax titles was tried before Judge Ma-
her. A plantation in St. Paul's beloug-
ing to the plaintiff was sold last year for
non paywment ol taxes, and bmlg!l'i l!_',' the
defendant.  The plaintiff claiwmed that
the law had not been complied with, in
that the boundaries were not correctly
given in the advertisement. - Judge
Maher in his eharge to the jury, fully sus-
tained the tax law, but charged that the
effect of it being to deprive persons of
their property, for less than & fair con-

the wrong boundaries was caleulated in
the opinion of the jury to mislead par*
ties interested, and lead them to suppose
that the property advertied was not
theirs, then the plaintiff was entitled 10
a verdier. The jnrv returned a verdict
fur the detendant. On wotion the plain-
tiff wae granted ten davs from October
29¢h. in which to wake up and servea
cnse and serve notice of a new trial. Fn-
try of judgmept was stayed till the deter-
mination of such notice.
